The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



3. Regarding claims 2 and 9, the prior art of record does not teach or render obvious a print 
head comprising a plurality of light emitting elements (LEE) arranged on a plurality of chips, 
said LEEs being arranged in predetermined intervals in the a first direction and being disposed 
with a deviation from adjacent LEEs in a second direction, said LEEs being driven by driver 
chips such that at least two of said LEEs at different positions in said second direction are driven 
with the same timing. 

4. Regarding claims 7 and 10, see the office action mailed 12 January 2005.
